Make sure that no one on your 
farm uses kerosene as a “booster” 
for slow fires or to start fires. 
Careless use of this material and 
gasoline in farm homes last year 
accounted for more than 14 per 
cent of all fires in farm homes. 


Cotten Harvesting 


As you know, cotton is sold on 
a basis of grade and staple. Assum- 
ing that staple length is almost 
constant, higher grade cotton will 
pay off in more money per bale. 

Grade is based on color, amount 
of foreign matter in the cotton 
and in gin preparation. 

You can get better color by 
picking cotton promptly, and by 
all means, before rainy weather 
sets in. 

Here is how to get less foreign 
material in the cotton: Defoliate, 
pick clean, and do not tramp into 
cotton wagons or trailers. 

For smooth preparation, dry dew 
damp seed cotton four to seven 
hours in the sur, dry green seed 
cotton for 10 days before haul- 
ing to the gin. Ask the ginner 
to gin with a loss seed roll. 

These seemingly small items 
add up to quite a bit of money. 
Based on the loan price for 1 1/18 
inch staple cotton, there is $24.50 
difference per bale between strict 
middling and strict low middling. 


Cattlo Lico Control 


Recharge that homemade back 
rubber with a recommended in- 
secticide. This will help keep 
your cattle free from lice during 
the coming winter at an extreme- 
ly low cost to you. Little labor 
is involved in this method of 
lice control, as the cattle treat 
themselves and require no herd- 
ing. For details, see your local 
county agent.
